Examiner's Statement of Reason's for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

On 2/25/1 1 the BPAI reversed the 103 rejections of the claims. 

As noted in the BPAI decision, the BPAI stated that the prior art disclosed many 
of the features of the claims. See pages 4, 5 of BPAI decision. 

However, on page 5 and following, the BPAI stated that the prior art did not 
render obvious, "to use and evaluate the information provided by the service provider 
via the network and the manufacturer to match the service to the offerings" or matching 
a product to a service in the context of the claim. 

Hence, as stated on page 6 of the BPAI decision the 103 rejections are reversed. 

Hence, because of the 2/25/1 1 BPAI decision, claims 70, 74-76, 82-87, 90-93, 
99-1 04, 1 07-1 09, 1 1 2-1 1 5 of the 5/1 8/09 copy of the claims are allowed.
